The Paris City Commission met in regular session in the City Commission Chambers at 9:00 a.m. on Tuesday, January 28, 2020.
Mayor, John Plummer called the meeting to order and the Pledge of Allegiance was recited.

Mayor, John Plummer requested a moment of silence to acknowledge the loss of City employee Aaron Biddle.

City Clerk, Stephanie Settles conducted roll call.

Motion by Perraut, seconded by Brooks, approving municipal order 2020-1 approving a settlement agreement with Freedom Steel Corporation.
Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Perraut, Brooks, Galbraith and Allen-Edwards voting Aye.

Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Perraut,
Brooks, Galbraith and Allen-Edwards voting Aye.

Motion by Plummer, seconded by Perraut, approving the purchase of 16 Dell OptiPlex 7070 desktop computers from CDW-G for $ 13,260.00.
Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Perraut, Brooks, Galbraith and Allen-Edwards voting Aye.

First reading of an ordinance was read by City Attorney Bryan Beauman. The ordinance is related to changing the zoning classification for
certain real property owned by Johnson Funeral Home, Inc. located at 1112 and 1120 Main street, Paris, Bourbon County, Kentucky, with a
zone map amendment from R-3 (Residential) to B-1 (Business).

Motion by Allen-Edwards, seconded by Galbraith, approving the publishing of an RFP for a % ton 2500 pickup truck for the Public Works
Department. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Perraut, Brooks, Galbraith and Allen-Edwards voting Aye.

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Daron Jordan acknowledged receipt of a letter received from Harrison County Water Association stating they would like to discontinue service to
their meter located on Peacock Road. It was decided that staff will contact Harrison County Water for further discussion.

The ordinance is related to changing the zoning classification for certain real property
owned by Capall Construction, LLC located at 671 Clintonville Road, Paris, Bourbon County, Kentucky, with a zone map amendment from R-2
(Residential) and agricultural to R-8 (Residential).
